the country, shrined the ideals which all men 
accepted, and led the leisurely ordered advance 
of Rassia towards the civilisation her pundits 
prescribed for the people. Hers was the index 
to which men looked in doubt, and the change 
that has come over Moscow since the revolu- 
tionista became openly: active will do more to 
apset the poise of Russian life than all the 
violences which daily’ perpetrate themselves 
throughout the empire. 

For this reason, Moscow leads no more. It 
is in the whirlpool with the rest of the flotsam, 
circling as madly asany. Its society is honey- 
combed with associations, all eager to be 
potent, all squabbling over points of doctrine 
like Spanish monks. This one, with a famous 
scientist for its show member, desires a cer- 
tain apecial ouvée of Republicanism ; another 
strives alongside the Constitutionalists ; a 
third squeals for the present Romanoff to be 
superseded by ancthér. Among them the 
groups of real workers stand ont like men 
among pigmies, but even these divide them: 
selves among a dozan’ parties, and agree in 
nothing save that a change is wanted and must 
be brought about. ‘The complications of in- 
terest go down even to the labourers in tha 
market, who will combine for nothing bat 
stoning the police and marching in noisy 
procession at thé tail of a red flag, 

What is needed is a man ; all agree on that 
point. The time is ripe for the appearance 
of the Overman, the great personality who 
shall give this movement a constructive aim 
to be the complement of its destractive ten- 
dencies and instincts, His absence is the one 
thing that tempts one to doubt the reality 
of the revolution ; hithorto there has never 
been a great demand fora leader bat a man 
has been forthcoming, whether a Napoleon or 
only a Wat Tyler. To-day one has bat to 
shout in the streets of Moscow and one’s 
followers will come ranning, and yet the man 
who must be ere Rassia can realise her 
destiny has not transpired. What a glory 
lies to his hand when he breaks from the 
crowd to take! What a halo is wreathed for 
his name when he lets the world hear it! 
And kow he will dragoon Mosoow when 
he comes! How he will handle her till she 
speaks in a hush and develops hands to 
d> what her tongue has hardly dared to name! 
He will be hard on Moscow, 

Since those lines were written the Overman 
has appeared in the shape of shot and shell 
and 20,000 corpses block the streats of the 
old Capital, which has exhibited a trenzy of 
revolution unparalleled even by Odessa or 
Cronstadt.

Affer tho fali of the Empire this dress fell 
into the hands of one of the ladies in waiting, 
and itis only quite recently that stress of 
circumstances forced its owner to part with 
it. The price given for it in the first instance 
by the ladies of Paris was 100,000 francs, 
and ten years were spent in its making. Ex- 
perts now value it at £4,000, which was the 
price paid for one somewhat similar by the 
present Queen of Italy. Indopendently of its 
historic interest tbe robe is unique in its 
beauty ofdesign and delicacy of execation. 
It is of “point d’application” made without 
join or seam, and is inmost perfect preservation, 
Thera is a deep border round the skirt which 
measures some five yards and the desiga is 
composed of alternate panels of flowers and 
ferns massed together, and groups of the same 
flowers and ferus on a conventional back- 
ground. lt is curious fact that this historic 
work of art should have drifted back to Cairo 
in the hope of finding a probable purchaser, but 
perhaps no more certain market could be found, 
for it was on the occasion of the celebration of 
the East and West by the Canal which has 
handed the name of De Lesseps down to 
undying posterity, and which has changed tHe 
politics of the whole world, that this magnifi- 
cent robe was first worn.

“ANTAR.” Daring 1905 tqs Survey Department, which 


ia abranch of the Ministry, of Finance made 
considerable progress with the Cadastral Snr- 
vey, and there will only.remain a part of Beni- 
Suef province to survey in 19¢6. The whole 
of the cultivated land of Egypt will then have 
been surveyed on scales of 1 : 4,000 or 1 : 2,500 
and all the map sheets will have been printed 
except those of the provinces of Sharqia and 
B-hera. These two provinces were the first 
ouesto bedone at a time when no definite 
system of survey had been adopted, and they 
must therefore be re-surveyed before map 
sheets can be published. Shargia will be taken 
up in 1906. : 

The publication of topographical maps on a 
scale of 1: 10,000 has been pushed on, but av 
this scale admits of considerable accuracy 
careful revision in the field is necessary before 
the maps can be published. 

In order however that a general map of the 
cultivated. area may be available as early 
as possible, map sheets on a scale of 1 : 50,000 
are being reduced directly from the cadastral 
survey without farther revision. 1t was anti- 
cipated that some progress would have beer: 
made with these in 1905, bat the absenos of 
triangalation in the Delta, where mach of 
earlier revenue survey was dona without it, 
has delayed the work. Ten sheets however 
will very shortly be published, and it is pro- 
posed to treat this work as of the first order 
of importance and to push it forward as rapidly 
as possible, so that the majority of the 140 
sheets required will be pablished in 1906. 

Lyst year a chain of triangalation was 
carried across the Eastern Desert, and now 
two more are in progress, which, when finished 
will farnish an accurate basis for locating 
mining claims and concessions ;.a geologica’ 
reconnaissance is being made of this area at 
the same time.

THE EMANCIPATION OF EGYPT. 
To vue Eprton oF THE Ecyprian Gazette. 

Sir, You have resently reviewad the bock 
published onder the above title at such con- 
siderable Jength, that it almost requires an 
apology to ask that referenge should be made 
to it again in your columns, but there is 
one point to which I should like to call 
your readers’ attention; and I will be brief. 

Beyond expressing your dissent from the 
general trend of the opinions expressed in the 
book, you say 8 good deal in praise of it ; 
—more perbaps than it deserves. Since your 
review appeared I have read the book care- 
fally, and I find several passages in it which 
show “a little rift within the lute.” I will refer 
to one only : 

“The congregation of resident foreigners 
in Egypt, apart from those employed in 
some official business, are mos:'y there 
for no higher purpose than the accamau- 
lation of the msximom of money in thé 
minimum of tire. All methods are good, 
s0 loug:s they have a substantial pecn- 
piary result.” 

I think that this is a reflection on the Euro- 
pean communities in Egypt, which is not 
justified by fact. There may certainly be excep- 
tions among the class refarred to, bat in near- 
ly every Earopean colony in Egypt, I could 
give a long list of families who have lived here 
from generation to generation, and who have 
neither the hope, the wish, nor the intention 
of leaving the country, ao long as it continue: 
to offer them the same generous hospitality as 
in the past, for which they andonbtedly feel 
gratef il to tha ralers of this country, past aud 
present. Nor has the advantage been altogether 
on one side, for these same colonists have 
certainly helped to maintain with their mother- 
countries those intimate business relations, 
without which Egypt could never have attain 
cd the progperity it hes now réached.

Washington. 

J. D. Wood, a tag master of Norfolk, has 
just signed a contract with the navy depart- 
ment to go out to Manila on the D. D. Dewary, 
on one of the ‘most! ramarkable’ cruise of 
modern times. The D. D Dawery means the 
big steel floating dry dock now at Solomon’s 
island in Chesapeaks bsy, which is destined 
to dock the largest ships of the American 
naval force in the far past if thig great strac- 
tare can ever ba succassfally piloted through 
four seas, the 14,000 mileg lying between 
Chesapeake bay and Manils bay. 

Mr. Wood is to liva aboard the dock 
daring the voyage. He anticipates one of the 
most pleasant experiences of his life. Ha will 
teceive $250 compensation per month. His 
vessel will be go stable in the heaviest weather 
that it might ba possible to play billiards 
aboard, according to some officers, and he will 
have plenty of good company and solid com- 
forts. There is a Permanent crew of eight 
machinists, engineers, sailors and electricians 
and firemen and those people are to’ remain 
attached to the dock at Manila. On the 
Voyage across they will ba reintorced by 
twenty-two sailors, 

The sleeping accommodation on the: dock 
are as good as the best on a man of war, 
and there is an abandance of room. Recei- 
ving the best of merchant sailor pay, the 
crew will be abundantly fed, as the ration al- 
lowance for the oruisa is placed at 60 cents 
each daily instead of the usual rate of 30 ceata. 
There will be small boats and Wirelees telegraph 
installation, The navy department is still 
looking for three operatora for this service, 
offering to pay the men $60 per month and 
allowances and to send them back from 
Manila. 
This comparatively large oraw i3 needed 
for the parpose of handling the towing lines 
and operating the pumps and electrical contri- 
.vances that keap the dock dry. They cannot 
steer the great halk, for no Constractor has 
been able to davise a rnoddar big enough to 
shape a course for the dock which conld be 
safely attached and operated. So the dock ‘is 
to be held on its course‘solely by the towing 
bower of the three great colliers, Glacier, 
Caesar and Bratus, the whole ander command 
ot Captain Fallam, United States navy. Each 
of the colliers will have its own wireless plant 
80 that they may freely communicate with the 
dock and with each other. The towing line 
will be one and a half miles long, a length 
regarded as necessary to guard against sharp 
strains in a heavy sea and even with this 
great towing line bits with pneumatic cushions 
have been placed on the colliers to reduce the 
chance of breaking the cables, the largest 
ateel ropes in the world. 
Estimates vary as to the length of time 
that will be consamed in the Voyage, but some 
of the most competent naval officers believe 
that the Dewey can be towed at the rate of 
about ore handred miles a day, and allow 
about three or four months fyr the trip via 
the Suez canal,

ALEXANDRIA HARBOUR. 


THE NEW EXTENSION. 


Owing to the extraordinary development of 


the port of Alexandria of recent years, mash 
trouble has been cansed by the congested 
state of the harbour. The Government 
last year mada a grant of L.E."206,000 
to enable further improvements to be carried 
ont, aud since then a further big grant iiss 
been made for the ssme purpose. ‘I'he money 
is now being expended on gigantic works, 
which will enormonsly increase the accom~o- 
dation of the port. In fact, tha coast in the 
immediate western neighbourhood of the port, 
from Gabbari to Mex, is now being transform- 
ed and ina short space of time it will ba the 
centre of a new port, which will be the acene 
of as mach activity, and the centre of as buay 
& population, as is the present harbour. The 
following is a sketch of the chief works now 
in the cotrse of constraction. 


THAR COAL QUAY. 


The cosl qusy was only 35 metre: broad 
four years ago and sinca thenhas been in- 
creased to 90 metres. A still far‘ her extension 
is obligatory and it is in course of being 
widened to 150 metres. A new arm is being 
added to the end ofthe coal quay ina sonth- 
westerly direction, which will accommodate 
three berths. ‘I'wo berths will be completed 
on the main coal quay extension within one 
month and in three months there will be two 
otber berths finished and ready on the new 
arm of the quay. As the works proceed more 


and more new berths will be opened as they ! 


are needed, . A credit of L K 88,000 was open- 
ed fot this quay tut this sum his almost all 
been spent as the works for which it was allot- 
ted have nearly been finished. Fresh credits 
will be voted as the need arises. 

M. Malavel, the chief engineer to the 
Ports and Lighthouses Administration, to 
whom this work is entrasted, has invented an 
excelent system for embankments, which is 
being followed in these constructions. 

In order to obtain a solid foundation it is 
necessary toclear off the mad ty throwing 
down enormous qnantities of sand, which 
presses on the mud and by mere force of its 
weight drives the mud away. A dredger is then 
employed in order to dig ont a site for the 
walls, the fonudation of which are nine metre3 
in depth. Then artificial blocks, nine cubic 
metres square, quarried at Mex, are pnt down. 

This method has up to date given excellent 
results and M. Malave! is to be congratulated 
on having solved a difficult problem in the 
laying of these foundations. 

The embankments constructed up to now 


have a snperficies of 25,0°0 sqnare metres, | 


which, taking into consideration the average 
depth of from 19 to 20 metres, makes 500,000 
cubic metres of earth removed from the land 
between Wardian and Gabbari. 

The south end of the coal qney is being 
enlarged 90 metres in order to admit of anffi 
cient space for coal depots ard railway lines 
trom Gabbari station. A credit of L.E. 10,0 0 
has been accorded for this special work. 

At the end of the coal qnay, where the 
Gabbari quay begins, a store of 3,600 square 
metres in extent is being erected for the stor- 
age of oil and fat. imports, e'c. The building 
is of masonry with a terrace of béton armé and 
is supported by a nomber of columns, also in 
béton armé. At tha end of the store two 
sheds are being built where lime and c:ment 
will be stored. 

By the semaphore by the side of the 
new dock it is intended to conrtroct a quay 
for embarking and disembarking passengers. 
In the rear of the semapliore is the qnarry 
wheace the material for the erection of the 
coal qusy was extracted. Oa the site of 
this exhausted quarry, for the earth there 
has now been levelled, the yards for the, 
artificial blocks for the timber quays will bs 
situated. Later on theze enormous areas will 
be occupied ky the depots of the timber mer- 
chants. 

The uplands, known by the name of Om 
el-Koubbebeb, will be levelled and thrown into 
the sea in order to be otilised for the timber- 
quays. Some blocks have already been placed 
in position here. These timb2r qnays will 
consist of three moles, 120 metres in length 
and 100 metres in width. Beyond these moles 
there will bea flat enrface, sbont 80 metres 
broad, where the b'ocks of timber will te 

sorted and where there will a'so be the roads 
and railway lines. Behind this op to the Mex 
high road there is to be a large piece of land 
for the dépots of the timber merchants. 

The above are only some of the items in the 
great programme now being andertaken by the 
Egyptian Gover: ment in order to increase the 
accommodation of ihe port of Alexandria. In 
our next article wo will rev'ew the remainder 
of tha works.

FINANCIAL ADVISER’S NOTE. 


Under the heading of “Speculation in Egypt” 
the Financial Adviser sounds a note of warning 
which he admits, coming from one in his posi- 
tion, will carry more weight than if pronounced 
by an ordinary: individaal. He donbtless ex- 
presses his honest convictions, bat it is a pity 
that he should have allowed himse'f to make 
sach @ sweeping proaouncement on a subject 
with which, to his honour. be it said, he evi- 
dontly is unacqnainted. Sir Vincent Corbett 
is unqnestionably confusing specaiation with 
gambling ; where the latter begins, and where 
the former ends, no one has been able to define 
for the one rans so much into the other that 
it is :mpossible to separate ‘them, and yet they 
are quite distinct. Speculation is.the very 
breath in the nostrils of all commercial enter- 
prise ; take away speculation and where would 
ovr great engineers be who plan and carry out 
great financial enterprises? They may plan 
railways and bridges, steamboats and factories, 
bat without the specalator behind them to 
supply the sinews of war in the shape of £3. d. 
how many of such works wonld be carried ont ? 
And how far on the road of civilisation would 
the world have advanced? Unfortanately, 
where there is speculation thera gambling will 
also come in, but it would be as wise to con- 
demn the whole rystem of banking because 
cheques are often furged as to make a aweeping 
condemnation of speculation becanse men make 
use of it to gamble. Having said so mach

Sir,—A perusal of the portion of the Finan- 
cial Adviser's Note on the Budget published 
in your issue of the 26th inst. by any one 
unacquainted with Egypt must leave the im- 
pression that the much-vaunted prosperity of 
the country has been greatly exaggerated and 
that the country is on the brink of a financial 
catastrophe owing to over-speculation. 

It iss matter for deep regret thata high 
Government official should step in and m:ke 
authoritative statements which, after all, can 
only be an expression of personal opinion, and 
however eminent a man may ba, he is bat 
human and subject to error. 

The people who will read the Financial Advi- 
ser's Note are practically confinei to Egypt 
and the United Kingdom. In Egypt, owing to 
personal knowledge of the situation, the effect 
will not be serious, bat in England there is no 
doubt -very considerable importance will be 
given to the views expressed and it will cer- 
tainly have the effect of farther retarjing the 
flow of English capital into Egypt. If the 
Financial Adviser is correct in his views he 
doubtless will be rendering considerable ser- 
vice to the British pablic by preventing them 
from investing money in a country verging on 
bankruptoy, but if on the other hand he is 
making a mistake the British public who have 
expended their blood and treasare so freely to 
reclaim Egypt from the financial rain and 
anarchy existing in 1882 will be the only 
Eoropean nation that will not profit by the 
prosperity of the country. Earopean capital, 
with the exception of British, is flowing freely 
into Egypt, and has been doing so for several 
years past, it will continue to do so’in spite of 
the Financial Adviser's “note of warning.” 
This, however, is not the point, the question 
wo have to deal with is whether the Financial 
Adviser is correct in the opinions he so ably 
expresses in the Budget Note ander review. 

No one for a moment doubts that in giving 
expression to his views Sir Vincent Corbett is 
actuated by motives of highest principle and 
a sincere desire to benefit the public in general, 
bat let us aualyze facts. His Budget, in spite 
of his efforts to minimise the eloquence of 
figares, speaks volumes of the growing pros- 
perity of Egypt, for notwithstanding a low Nile 
flood in 1904, and the remission of texation 
daring the three preceding yeara of about half 
a million pounds, th3 revenue of the year now 
ending exceeds that of the previous year by 
about one million pounds, or 7 4 %. Sir Vincent 
Corbett next proceeds to ascribe the increase in 
the price ot nacessaries of lifa in Egypt to the 
appreciation in value of land and the sudden 
acquisition of unexpected wealth by large sec- 
tions of the community; he gives as an illua 
tration a list of certain commodities such as 
wheat, beang, lentils, etc, qnoting the prices 
the Governme:t paid in 1904 and -1905 fr 
thee articles. 

Noclearer proof, than this portion of his 

note, can be produced to show how an able 
man caf go astray when ventaring to express 
an opinion on subjects with which he is not 
fally acquainted. Sir Vincent Corbett is not a 
commercial man, otherwise he would not 
attribate to the increased wealth of the com- 
munity the rise in the price of wheat from 
P.T. 108 per ardeb in 1904 to P.T. 128 in 1905 
or beans from P.T. 89 to P.'T, 116 and s0 on 
through the list of articles which he quotes, 
The price of wheat in Egypt, like that of every 
other country, is subject to the law ‘of supply 
and demand. Egypt does not produce énongh 
wheat forits owa consumption, cons: quently 
large quantities of. flour are imported. It is 
the first cost of this fl.ur plas freight, Customs 
doty, merchants’ profi: snd all other expenses 
that regulates the price of wheat in Egypt, no 
amount of “acquisition of unexpected wealth” 
would put up the price one piastre per ardeb 
if a corresponding increase in the prics of flour 
did not teke place in the market from which 
Egypt draws her supplier. To argue the con- 
trary would be to imply that importars of 
flour into Egypt during 1905, taking the 
Financial Adviser's figarer, were clearing a 
profit of 25% on the value of every sack of 
flour they.imported plus the profit they were 
making in 1904. The same argoments applies 
to each of the other articles quoted in a greater 
or leas degree. In ssying this itis notfora 
moment contesting the fact that the more 
prosperous a community may be the more cf 
the necessaries as well as loxnries of life 
itwi!l consume per head of population, but 
it is maintained that the price of commoditie- 
which are staple “articles of commerce are 
uvaffected by the prosperity of the country 
in which they are sold, their price being 
regnlated by the world’s supply of the same. 
In analyzing the imports and exports the 
Financial Adviser makes the following remarks, 
i.e, “ The fact that during the past two years 
" the imports of merchandise and specie taken 
" together have greatly oatbalanced the ex- 
‘ports notwithstanding the constant-beavy 
© charga for the service of the foreign debt 
“constitutes a phenomenon which calls for 
“‘refle:tion, A readjastment in the direction 
“of normal eqoilibrinm must come abont 
“sooner or latter and if we are paying for 
“ imports with capital provided by the foreign 
“investor this operation, though by no means 
“necessarily ausound at present, carnot te 
‘indefinitely continned.” 'Th'a question of 
Imports 48 compared with exports ia one that 
haa exercised the minds of experts in every 
country fir many generations, and though 
figures can be made to prove anything one 
way or the other, the broad fact remains that 
maby of the most prosperous coontries in the 
world, incl: ding the United Kingdom, import 
goods ofa much greater valne than. those they 
export, consequently the fact that the imports 
into Bgypt are now excerding the exporta may 
be taken as a procf that the prosperity of the 
ponptry has comp to atay,

Turning to «tocks and shares, though people 


there is nothing approaching the gambling that 
takes place in the stock and share markets of 
other coantries for the reason’that there is no 
“term market” in Egypt; here and there a 
broker may arrange with a client as a special 
agreement to carry for him a number of shares 
fr the end of the month bat there is no regalar 
“settling days” with fixed rates of “Contago” 


devised to enable men with a limited command 
of ready cash to buy and sell thousands ot 
shares, whereas in Egypt with the eame means 
at their disposal! they can only deal in hundreds, 
No one can buy more share: than he can carry 
for the simple reason that no Bank in Egypt 
will advance more than 70 to 80% of the 
market value on dividend-paying shares and 
nothing on chares of companies that have not 
yet paid adividend. This fact demonstrates 
the soundness of the fiosncial position of 
Egypt, for it is no exaggeration to state that 
at least 80 % of the capital of all the better 
established Egyptian public companies, includ- 
ing the National and Agricultaral Bank, is 
held by Egyptian shareholders, and practically 
the whole of the capital of all the new 
companies on which the banks have made 
absolntely no advances has been found by 
Ezypt. 

The most important point, however, in Sir 
Vincent Corbett’s note of warning, and the 
one that will have the most repellent effect on 
the British capitalist, is his statement that 
values of land “have been forced up to levels 
which even prospective results can hardly 
prove to be remunerative.” Is this so? What 
is the valae of land? ‘Taking agricultural 
land first, tha answer to the latter question 
that would probably be glibly given is that 
the maximom value of land is reached: when 
it beoomes a 5% investment. Agricaltural 
land has not yet reached the 5% l|imit in 
Egypt except in rare cases, but even if it had 
what holds good in other countries dovs not 
necessarily apply to Egypt at present, nor 
will it for mary years to come, for the fellab, 
now that he has been emancipated from tho 
money lender -and tax collector, has a larger 
income than his frugal expenditare demands, 
for his savings he has absolutely only two. 
investments, one to dig a hole. in some seoret 
corner of his house and bury his money, the 
other to purcbage land; the former of course 
brings him no retarn whatever, the latter may 
bring him in £3, £5, or even £10 per feddan 
per annum according to qaality of soil, eto, 
He does not know nor does he care anything 
about per cent. per annum, bat what he 
knows and what he particularly cares about 
i. thet the more feddans of land he owns the 
zreater will be his importance in the eyes of 
his fellow-villagers and the greater the respect 
he will receive at their hands, consequently 
as the fellah’s prosperity increases the value 
of agricultural land will increase in the same 
proportion and this for several generations to 
come antil the fellaheen of Bgypt are snffi- 
ciently educated to seek other and more re- 
manerative investments. T’o say that the value 
of agricaltural land in Egypt has reached its 
maximum is to state that the prosperity of the 
felluheen has also reached ita maximum, 
whereas no one, not even the Financial Ad- 
viser,. will dispate the fact that mach as the 
fellah has so fsr prospered his prosperity of 
to-day is nothing to what it will be to-morrow. 
Tarning to building lands in the chief townacf 
Egypt, which have been subject to such 
enhancement of value of late, we have not only 
Sir Vincent Corbett bat many others with him’ 
saying that speculation has forced up prices 
far above ther proper value. Is this so? The 
only way of testing this fact is to compare the 
value of building sites in Cairo and Alexsndria 
with towns cf similar sizo and importance in 
other countries ; if this is done it will astonish 
them to find that even at the present snpposed 
inflated values the price of building sites both 
in Cairo and Alexandria are lower and in fact 
in many cases lees than half what they are in 
similar sitoations in towns of lees importance,
